CO^WTITl^^NAL AMENDMENT. 

The Btgltortb-Wyatt Uood 
Road Amtt^neht to the Consti- 
tution of Kentucky, which pass- 
ed .the FnyiBcntucky Legislature 
hy its Jtlfinn^ tnianimous vote, 
and whiph is to be voted on at the 
next l^iemt|(er Qeneral Election 
of by l^he voters of Ken- 

tucky, It as fcllows, to-wit: 

"The credit <>f tjie Commnn- 
wealth may bfe given, pledged or 
loaned .j[o anj^county of the Com- 
monwealtb fbr public road pur- 
poses, a Ad any county may be 
permitted to inedr an indebted- 
ness in any%inount fixed l)y flic 
county, not.io excess of five per 
centum of thic' value of the tRxa- 
l)Ie property therein, for public 
road purposes in said couuty, pro- 
vided said aiiilitional indebted- 
edncss is submittcil to the voters 
of the couni^ for their ratifica- 
tion or rejecBbn at a special e- 
lection held fot said purpose, in 
such manne^ai may be provided 
by law, ^pd when any such in- 
debtedness is incurred by any 
county, said county may levy, in 
additfon to the tax rate allowed 
under 8wHomIB7 of the Oonsti- 
tatioa of iKMrncky an amount 
not exeeediW twenty cents on 
the hundred d >llar8 of the as- 
sessed valaatiei of said county 
for the purpoifb r)f paying the in- 
terest on said ndehtedncRs and 
providing a tiaUing fund for the 
payment of aa||uiid(»btedivBss.'' 

Section m^ClM Oeaustitu. 
tion of Kentucky forever prohib- 
its the State from lending its aid 
to, or in any way helping the 
counties in road building, or tak- 
ing any part wlMitever in behalf 
of -the cause of;<|ood Roads. 

Section 158 of onr State Con- 
stitution limits the power of any 
county to become indebt^ more 
than two per ceiit, of the assess- 
ed valuation, thos making it im- 
possible tor thergreaier namber 
of our counties to raise Buflicieiit 
funds to do any road building at 
all. 

Section 167 of our State Con- 
stitution provides that a county 
cannot levy exeeeUing fifty cents 
on each One Qjindred Dollars of 
taxable propelibf therein for any 
purpose whatever, lius making 
it impossible ,for many of the 
counties to |||tovide sufficient 
means to create "a sinking fund 
and pay interest on the debt cre- 
ated to build roads. 

As a consequeoee of these lim- 
itations and restrictions of the 
powers of the oeaaties, and also 
of the Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky, good road building in 
Kentucky has ^en a thing of 
the past since the adoption of 
our present Constitution. 

This Constitutional Amend- 
ment will remove these restric- 
tions, which are a barrier to the 
passage of such a system of Road 
Laws by our Legislature, as w ill 
enable our eouaties and our 
State, and perhaps our Federal 
Government, to join hands in 
Ibis importaaii work of building 
and mantainlng a system of im- 
proved highways in all parts of 
Kentoeky, ' %i aoooai^ishment 
of which would do so much for 
the advancement, progress and 
developmeot .41 Kentooky, and 
woald mean more than all else 



for the comfort, convenience and 
improved condition of all our 
people. If this Constitutional 
Amendment receives a majority 
of the votes at that election, it 
will then be possitile for Ken- 
tucky to pass such ;i system of 
Good Hoad Laws as are in effect 
in the States of New York, New 
Jersey, Connecticut, Michigan, 
Massachusetts, California and 
Pe'nnsylvauia, aad, in fact, every 
other State where progress and 
advancement is being made in 
l)uil(lin<r nnd maintaining good 
roixls, V. liile our own Kentucky 
is at a standstill. 

If you are in favor of good 
roads, vote and work for the 
Bosworth- Wyatt Good Road Con- 
stitutional Amendment and lend 
a helping hand in making it pos- 
sible for every county in our 
State to have the very best im- 
proved highways.

Oommiuion after oommiMion 

appninted by the Federal poverii- 
ment and the U. S. Agricultural

We cannot free- 
ly import the material of which 
we are so scarce, and save a por- 
tion of what we have for those 
(lark (lays 25 years hence when 
the majority of all our natural 
raources are forever gone. 

Dishonest statesmen with no 
more consistency than this iiave 
paraded •boat Washington and 
hiiinhucfred the tnajf>rity of vot- 
ers in this country for nearly lialf 
a centary,' and they claim will 
continae to .bombog them for 



ages to come, or at. least until 
all our natural resources are ex- 
hajjsted as we are taoght to 

know they will be. 

May such daj speed -on if we 
are never to have cheap necessa- 
ries of life until we have ex- 
hausted our own supply when 
tiien we will take off the tariff 
from such articles and get them 
at what they are really worth.
